“ROMANS & 
JEWS” SPEECH 
BY DR. LAING 


Dean Laing Addresses the 
Maccabeans 


LARGE ATTENDANCE 


Meeting Was Held in the 
Windsor Hotel 


Doctor Gordon Laing, Dean of the 
Faculty of Arts, was the speaker at the 
first meeting of the Maccabean Circle, 
held yesterday afternoon in the Ladies’ 
Ordinary of the Windsor Hotel. It had 
been originally planned to hold the mect- 
ing in the Oak Room, but so la:22 was 
the attendance that it was n2 ‘essary te 
i'd it in more spacious quarte*s 

In th cabsence of the President, Otte 
Klineberg, who is still confined to the 
hospital, as a result of the unfortunate 
accident that befell him a few days ago. 
S. Mirsky ,the Vice-President, occupied 
the chair. 

In his introductory remarks, the acting 
chairman, first informed the audience that 
Mr. Klineberg was now out of danger. 
This statement was greeted with ap- 
plause inasmuch as his condition was first 
thought to be serious. 

After extending a hearty welcome to 
both old and new members, the chair- 
man proceeded to outline the aims and 
ideals of the Society, sketching briefly 
its history from inception to the present 
day. He outlined some of the events 
planned for the ensuing year, among 
which are. debates with kindred societies 
in Toronto and Harvard Universities. 

Loctcr Laing was then introduced. 
Teking as his subject “The Jews and 
the Romans”, he gave a most interest- 
ing and instructive address, drawing a 
parallel between Hebrew and Roman 
culture from the standpoint both of 1it- 
erature and of religion, 

te first discussed the two races from 
the point of. view of literature. In 
this connection, the Hebrews were far 
superior, the lyric verse of the Old Testa- 
ment Surpassing anything produced’ by 
the Romans. © The Proverbs, declared 
the speaker, expressing, as they do, the 
compact wisdom of ages are as close 
a conception of the perfect life as one 
could conceive of, or hope to find in 
any literature. 

Perhaps most important of all is the 
fact thet the. Old Testament forms an 
impeccable basis of text criticism. 
Very few other bodics of literature can 
be so used, for the reason that frequent 
copying and translating, have rendered 
obscure the original lines and meanings. 

Discussing the subject from the re- 
ligious viewpoint, the speaker traced the 
successive eras through which the re- 
ligions of ‘the two peoples had passed. 
In the case of the Romans, it was a 
gradual ascension from the. worship of 
pastoral duties, to innumerable gods gov- 
erning every conceivable action. These 
gods they believed to be their own, and 
consequently when the Romans extend- 
ed their Empire, and - expanded. their

THE S.C. A. 


Described Student Life in 
Central Europe 


MANY PRESENT 


Importance of Acquiring an 
International View- 
point 





At a supper held on Friday evening 
at Strathcona MHall,. Miss Margaret 
Wrong, Travelling Secretary of the 
World’s Student Christian Federation, 
who was the guest of honor, delivercd 
an address in which she gave an account 
of some of the conditions under which 
the university students of Central Eu- 
rope were carrying on their work, and 
described the after-war conditions that 
prevail in these countries, as they affect 
the living conditions uf the average stu- 
dent. 

A large number of the members of the 
McGill S.C.A., as well as some others 
interested in the subject matter of Miss 
Wrong's address, assembled at the Hall 
and partook of a very cheery meal. 
Among those present was Professor 
Basil Williams, head of the Department 
of History. 


In opening her address, Miss Wrong |. 


dwelt at some length on the social and 


political conditions that now obtain in|; 
|the newly created states of Central Eu- 


rope, from which she has but recently 
returned. The war has been respons- 
ible for complete political changes, both 
in the form and nature of governments 
and in the boundaries separating state 
from state. The great empires of Rus- 
sia, Austria-Hungary, and Germany have 
been overthrown and replaced by a new- 
er, and in some respects, a less stable 
form of government. The economic 
consequences of the peace have left the 
Central European countries on the verge 
of financial disaster. There is in all 
these states a great deal of bitterness, 
aggravated by fundamental differences of 
language and mode of living, which is 
felt between the victors and the van- 
quished. 

Nevertheless, in spite of all these many 
great obstacles and very real difficulties 
the students at the universities of these 
countries are striving and struggling 
hard to attain to something like a cor- 
dial spirit of fellowship with students 
of foreign and adjacent lands. Inter- 
national student conferences have been 
held, and these have met with a slowly 
but surely growing measure of success 
that augurs well for future. 

These students, continued the speaker, 
have realized that they owe a debt of 
service, not each to his own little na- 
tionality, but to the race as a whole. 
And this debt, they believe, can best 
he paid by promoting harmonious inter- 
national relationship and a feeling of 
universal brotherhood that will make the 
horror of another modern scientific war 
an impossibility. 

The actual conditions under which 
most of these students are living are 
conditions of extreme hardship. The 
student who possesses a complete suit 
of clothes and a good pair of boots is 
fortunate, indeed, while a warm blan- 
ket is a rare and valuable possession. 

Even men working under disadvantages 
such as these, the students of Central 
Europe, stated Miss Wrong, showed an 
interest and a spirit of eager intellectual 
enquiry that was shown to the same ex- 
tent in America. It is the duty of
